The  new  radio  station  has  caused 
ome  excitement  on  campus.  Over  the 
ourse  of  the  summer,  90.5  WPUM 
*uma  Rock  moved  from  the  chapel 
(asement  (also  known  as  “the  dun- 
reon”)  to  the  SLUPO  computer  lab. 
Che  reason  for  the  move,  according  to 
*ete  Haring,  general  manager,  was  “to 
>etter  enhance  the  features  of  a  real 
adio  station.”  The  new  station  is  lo- 
ated  in  a  room  with  two  walls  made  up 
>f  windows.  The  cost  for  the  school  was 
ibout  $30,000,  and  a  grant  from  Frank 


J.  Lewis  added  the  extra  $20,000  that 
was  needed  to  finish  the  project.  The 
radio  station  now  has  brand  new  top-of- 
the-line  equipment,  as  well  as  a  view. 

The  station  is  being  being  run  by 
-general  manager  Pete  Haring,  sports 
director  Jeff  Proctor,  news  director  Joe 
“the  weasel”  Vorrier,  and  music  direc¬ 
tor  Dave  Dixon.  “The  format,”  accord¬ 
ing  to  Haring,  “is  Album  Oriented 
Rock,  which  spans  from  classic  rock  to 
alternative  rock  to  industrial  to  loud 
rock.”  Haring  hopes  that  the  more  con¬ 


venient  and  accessible  location  will  at¬ 
tract  new  students  who  may  be  inter¬ 
ested  in  audio  production.  The  new 
station  also  includes  a  new  production 
room  for  use  by  basic  audio  and  broad¬ 
cast  announcing  students.  In  the  future. 
Haring  hopes  to  inprove  the  facility  by 
making  the  station  100  watts  (it  is  cur¬ 
rently  10),  which  would  increase  the 
listening  audience  substantially.
